the lighter varieties such as Leghorns;

These roosts may be placed any- 


where in the poultry house, prefera- 
bly not In contact with the walla. 
They will need to be drenched witft 
kerosene at regular intervals to gafr 
rid of mites, but probably not as often. 
as If they were attached to the walla, 
because the mites will not have a* 
good opportunities to hide. If it is not 
considered desirable to use oil, boiling 
water will do as well. Where wata* 
is used, this style of roost is specially 
advantageous, because the drenching 
can be done out of doors on a fine day 
and the wood be dry in an hour or so.

Lime Are of Importance 


Do your hens frequently lay soft- 


shelled eggs, though plentifully sup- 
plied with crushed oystershell? If so 
it is perhaps due to an over-fat condi- . 
tion of the fowls. This is especially 
true when hens are fed almost exclu- 
sively on grains. 
Repented experi- 


ments prove that all the lime needed 
for the forming of eggshells is not to 
be found in oystershells; therefore, the 
feed must provide a part of the neces- 
sary lime. 


While grains contain much starch, | 


they are deficient in lime. 
Hence, j 


when the hens receive much grain and 1 
little feud containing minui'u! mutter, 
they receive more starch than they 
can utilize because of the shortage of 
mineral matter in their systems. Clo- 
ver and alfalfa are both rich in min- 
eral matter, so the feeding of these 
legumes will help much to offset the 
starchiness of the grains. 


Excessive fat not only retards lay- 


ing hut causes various sorts of freak 
eggs. 
If the eggs from un over-fat 


lion are used for incubation, the chicks 
will lack vitality and are often de- 
formed.

Geeso will lay during the first year 


and the eggs may hatch, but the gos- 
lings nro not as vigorous as those pro- 
duced by more mature brooding stock. 
Ganders usually produce the l>est re- 
sulrs when from three to five years 
old. The yearling ganders sometimes 
fail to prove satisfactory as breeders. 
Geese are often held as breeders for 
nine or ten years and the ganders ara 
often good for six or seven years. 
Increase Egg Production 


by Supplying Green Feed 


In a report from the Washington 


station an account is given of an ex- 
periment In which a pen of pullets, 
which had been receiving ordinary 
care, were shut In a house, due to the 
extreme cold winter weather, and 
were fed on green feed- This treat- 
ment wns found to Increase the egg 
production, the egg yield being 30 per 
cent greater the first 17 days of hous- 
ing than it was the last 17 days of the 
previous month.

Santonin Mixture Will 


Banish Worms in Pigs 


The presence of a cough in pigs is 


generally due to worms, and steps 
should be taken immediately to' re- 
move the cause when u cough is 
noted. 
Animal husbandrymen at the 


Iowa State college recommend treat- 
ing coughing pigs with a mixture of 
eight grains of santonin, two drams 
of areca nut, two grains of calomel 
and one dram of sodium bicarbonate. 
This dose is suitable for a 100-pound 
pig. Reduce the dose or add to it as 
the size of the -animal indicates. 


After the dose is administered, see 


that the pigs are removed to a clean 
pasture and are given clean quarters 
throughout. Do not leave the pigs in 
the old pen, as it is almost sure to he 
infested.
